The Austin City Council directs the Ethics Review Commussion to make
recommendations {o the Council relating to enhancing the enforceability of anti-
lobbying provistons in City solicitations, including amendments to the City

Code 1f appropriate, and

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED:

The Austin City Council directs directing the Ethics Review Commussion

to make recommendations generally on amendments to Chapter 2-7 (Ethics and




Financial Disclosure) of the City Code that the Commission finds would be

appropriate.
